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A Program for Breed Improvement 
A Radio Talk Given By E. M. CLARK, Director of Extension Service 


complex enterprise in which comparatively few farm- 

ers have ever gained distinction in adding to the im- 
provement of the particular breed in which they are inter- 
ested. In order for any breed of registered dairy cattle to 
continue a succesful existence, it must prove itself to be 
superior to the average grade cow. That, in brief, is the 
sole purpose of the pure bred and the only justification 
for such a class of live stock to be continued. So the big 
problem of the breeder of pure breds is to keep his chosen 
breed ahead of the grades in production. By so doing he 
will be assured of a good market for his seed stock into 
commercial dairy herds consisting largely of grade cattle. 
It is a case of keeping ahead of the race. <A few years ago, 
when the production of most grade cattle was on a low 
level, it was a simple problem to increase the yield by 
breeding. Most any registered bull could increase the yield 
of a herd that averaged, let us say, 150 pounds of fat a 
year. While the yield of the average dairy cow today is 
about 180 pounds of fat a year, yet we must remember 
that many herds are now averaging over 300 pounds, 
some as high as 400 pounds, and a few in the neighbor- 
hood of 500 pounds. As a matter of fact, the average pro- 
duction of all the cows in cow testing associations is about 
310 pounds of fat. These high yields have been accom- 
plished largely through better methods of feeding and 
close culling rather than through better breeding. 


So the problem today of further increasing, or even 
maintaining, the yields of these high producing grade 
herds is not so simple as it may appear on the surface. 
Comparatively few registered bulls are capable of turning 
the trick. It must be remembered that registration papers 
on an animal is no guarantee of production. In every 
breed we find many low producing as well as high pro- 
ducing registered cows. As I have-so often said “it is the 
registered scrub which is the mill-stone about the neck of 
every breed association” and unless something is done 
about it the very weight of this mill-stone will eventually 
drag down the registered animal to oblivion. No one has 
had a keener appreciation of this fact than President A. J. 
Glover, of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 
At our Convention in Baltimore in June, I heard Mr. 
Glover say that if the Holstein Association did not adopt 
a breeding program he was not so anxious to again serve 
the organization as its President. Well, I am happy to 
Say that Mr. Glover was reelected as President and the 
Board of Directors did adopt his suggestions along the 
lines of building a sound, constructive breeding program. 


Right at this place I want to digress for a moment and 
g0 back into the early history of the development of test- 
ing for production in the Holstein breed. It was in 1880 
when Solomon Hoxie of New York really started the idea 
of Advanced Registry in the Holstein breed which was 
later adopted by all dairy breed associations. It was al- 
ways Mr. Hoxie’s thought that the Advanced Registry, 
which requires production records for animals to gain ad- 
mittance, would be the Main Registry. However, so few 
breeders have done testing for production, that the Ad- 


Te: breeding of registered dairy cattle is a fascinating, 


vanced Registry has never become the Main Registry in 
any breed. Since the advent of the Advanced Registry 
system, the common practice for breeders to follow has 
been to select their sires out of high record mothers. We 
must admit, however, that this practice has met with many 
failures. It has been found that too many high record 
cows do not have the transmitting ability to pass on this 
high producing characteristic to their off-spring. Many 
breeders have built up a high producing herd only to be 
ruined by the use of a sire which could not transmit the 
high production of his ancestors. This method of selec- 
tions is too much of a gamble for breeders to take. True, 
it is not so much of a gamble as to select a sire out of a 
low record dam or one without any record. 

So, what are we going to do about it? In view of our 
present knowledge of genetics we have sufficient proof 
that something can be done about it. The answer to the 
problem is the greater use of proved sires and their off- 
spring and also, which is just as important, the locating 
and greater use of proved dams or brood cows. At Belts- 
ville, Maryland, the United States Bureau of Dairy Indus- 
try is carrying on a long time breeding experiment with 
Holsteins, the principal objective being “the development 
of a strain of cattle which will be pure in its inheritance 
for a high level of milk and butterfat production.” Sires 
are being used which have demonstrated their ability to 
transmit high levels of production. The daughters of the 
first proved sire, 33 in number, averaged 487 pounds of fat 
and 14,266 pounds of milk as first-calf heifers. These 
daughters mated with the second proved sire has resulted 
in 27 daughters with first-calf records averaging 510 
pounds of fat and 14,564 pounds of milk. There are nine 
daughters of a third proved sire out of daughters of the 
second sire which have been tested and averaged 457 
pounds of fat and 12,024 pounds of milk. The fourth 
proved sire died prematurely, due to a foreign body, so 
he left only 5 daughters all of which are now on test. A 
fifth proved sire is now in use and 14 heifer calves are 
now in the herd. 

In order to prove a sire, all of his unselected daugh- 
ters must be tested for production and their records com- 
pared with those of their mothers. This means that the 
entire herd must be tested year after year and not simply 
a few selected cows in the herd, as is customary in official 
test work. A good start was made by the Holstein Asso- 
ciation when it adopted the Herd Improvement Registry 
test nearly six years ago. At present there are 265 Hol- 
stein herds in the Herd Test including over 8,000 cows, 
which is a good start, but the number should be greatly 
increased. 


Mr. Glover proposed that a man must be added to the 
Extension Service department of the Holstein Association 
who is well versed in breeding problems and the science 
of genetics. Dr. E. E. Heizer of Ohio State has now been 
secured for this work. His duties will be to analyze the 
breeding records of Holstein herds in order to see just 
what has been accompilshed and to advise the breeders 
what course to follow in adopting a sound breeding pro- 
gram for herd improvement. He will also train our other 
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fieldmen in this work, so that they in turm may be of serv- 
ice to the Holstein breeders in their respective territories. 
We hope that by this process we will be able to sort out 
the sires and cows which have proved their ability to trans- 
mit high production and to concentrate this good blood 
into families which will be pure in inheritance for a high 
level of milk and butterfat production. We hope that 
through the work of these fieldmen with the individual 
breeders, many will take up Herd Test work. That is 
the basis of a sound breeding program. However, pro- 
duction records on a herd are of little value unless they 
are analyzed and the facts which they disclose are used. 
In the Herd Test the Holstein Association does this very 
thing. Each year a book is issued containing the rec- 
ords of every cow in each herd, and the daughters with 
their records, figured on a lactation basis, are listed in the 
sire list under their respeetive sires. This book also con- 
tains a list of sires with six or more daughter-dam com- 
parisons, and each sire receives a Mount Hope index 
which is a rating to show his transmitting ability. At 
present there are 165 Holstein sires with Mount Hope in- 
dices, some excellent, some mediocre, and some _ poor. 
The breeders can easily obtain the rating of these sires 
and govern their breeding programs accordingly. 

There is a growing appreciation of proved sires, but 
the sad part is that most sires are sent to the butcher 
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before they have been proven. It’s a wise policy for a 
breeder to keep a bull until his daughters have proved their 
producing ability. The number of living proved sires is 
few and it is hard to obtain the services of one that has 
proven meritorious. Most herd sires are selected as 
calves and much of the gamble will be eliminated if these 
calves are sons of proved sires and out of mothers which 
are daughters of proved sires. The transmitting ability 
of a dam is more important than her record of produc- 
tion. The record of two or more daughters of a cow is 
a better indication of her transmitting ability than her 
own record. 

30iled down, the breeding program as adopted by the 
Holstein Association is simply more testing for produc- 
tion—mass testing—testing every cow in the herd year 
after year. These records will locate the good sires and 
the brood cows of the breed. By intelligently applying 
this accumulated knowledge, it is hoped to establish many 
nerds that will be pure bred for high levels of production. 
When this is done, the term “pure-bred” will mean some- 
thing. When this is done, he registration papers will be, 
in a measure a guaranty of production. Progress will 
be slow, but we will be building on a solid foundation 
for the continued improvement of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed. 





Wet Versus Dry Beet Pulp 


H. O. HENDERSON and C. E. TEAGUE, West Virginia University 


In Journal of Dairy Science July 1933 


soak the beet pulp before feeding, the belief being that 

soaking changes the nature of the pulp, making it suc- 
culent and more palatable. In fact, wet beet pulp has often 
been classified as a succulent feed. The soaking of the 
pulp always presents certain difficulties, such as obtain- 
ing water-tight containers in which to soak and store 
the wet pulp, and having conveniently at hand a supply 
of water with which to soak it. Soaking the pulp also 
takes considerable time which is not required in the 
feeding ofi dry pulp. However, it has been thought that 
the extra labor and inconvenience required in the feed- 
ing of wet pulp was necessary in order to derive the 
greatest benefit from the beet pulp. Whether such is 
the case has not been definitely proved, but experimental 
data indicate that it may not be as necessary to soak 
the pulp as has been thought. 

Maercker and Morgen (1) compared the feeding of 
wet diffusion residue from the manufacture of sugar 
beets with the dry diffusion residue, and found no bene- 
fit of feeding the former to dairy cows over the feeding 
of the latter. Malpeaux (2) also found that dairy cows 
showed no appreciable difference in milk flow when 
fed fresh pulp than when fed dry gulp. The Bureau of 
Dairy Industry (3) conducted one trial comparing the 
feeding value for dairy cattle of beet pulp fed dry with 
beet pulp fed wet, and found very little difference in 
the two methods as to the amount of milk produced, 
the gain in body weight, the palatability of the ration, 
the amount of hay eaten, or the laxativeness of the ra- 
tion. Woodman and Calton (4) state that as affecting 
digestibility it is immaterial whether beet pulp is in- 
cluded in the ration for ruminants in a dry or soaked 
condition but that it is advisable, with liberal allowance 
of this product, to soften well with water prior to feed- 
ing. 

Since some of these results seemed to conflict with 
the general practice among dairymen, it was considered 
advisable to compare the two methods under practical 
conditions and to determine if there is any difference in 
the two methods ef feeding. 


Experimental 


Plan—tThree feeding trials were conducted at the 
West Virginia Agricultural Experiment Station to deter- 
mine the relative value of beet pulp when fed wet and 
when fed dry, under conditions where the cows had ac- 
cess to water from drinking cups at all times. The re- 
versal method of feeding was used. Each trial lasted 
for a period of ten weeks, which included a seven-day 
preliminary and a seven-day transition period. 


| : has been the general practice among dairymen to 


Animals Used—The cows used were selected from 
the University herd and were pure bred Holsteins, Jer- 
seys and Guernseys. The cows in each trial were di- 
vided into two groups and were grouped as equally as 
possible in regard to breed, age, weight, period of ges- 
tation and lactation, daily milk yield, and percentage of 
butterfat. Eight cows were used in each of the first 
two trials, and ten cows were used in the third trial, 
making a total of twenty-six cows used during the three 
trials. The cows were in various stages of lactation 
and the milk production ranged from approximately 20 
pounds per day to 65 pounds per day. Four animals 
were giving 50 pounds or more of milk per day and four 
others were giving 25 pounds or less of milk per day. 
The others varied between these extremes. 

Feeding—Both groups in all trials received similar 
feed except that the one group was fed its beet pulp dry, 
while the other group was fed the same quantity of 
beet pulp soaked with three times its weight of water 
and allowed to stand from one feeding period to the 
next, a period of about eight hours. 


The same grain mixture was fed to both groups. 
Alfalfa hay was fed to both groups with the exception 
of a short time in the first trial when, because of a lack 
of sufficient alfalfa, mixed clover and timothy was fed. 
The hay was fed at the rate of one pound per 100 pounds 
live weight with ,the exception of the second trial 
when it was increased to one and one-half pounds per 
100 pounds of live weight. The beet pulp was fed at 
the rate of three-fourths pounds of dry pulp per 100 
pounds live weight. The remainder of the requirements, 
as figured by the Morrison Feeding Standard, was sup- 
plied through the grain ration. 


Weighing—tThe cows were weighed three times each 
week. These weights were used to determine whether 
the cows in the different groups were gaining or losing 
in weight and were also used as a basis for calculating 
the feed required for maintenance. 


Water Consumed—tThe cows had access at all times 
while in the barn to drinking cups equipped with water 
meters. These meters were read each day at approxi- 
mately the same hour. The cows had access to no water 
except what they received through their drinking cups. 
They were allowed to run in a dry lot a part of each 
day when the weather was favorable. 

Milk Records—The amount of milk produced by 
each cow was weighed and recorded after each milking 
and a composite sample of milk was taken. These were 
tested for butterfat each week. 
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Results 


Milk and Butterfat Production—The milk and but- 
terfat production of each cow is shown in table 1. It 
will be noted from this table that the twenty-six cows 
during a period of four weeks when fed on wet pulp 
produced a total of 23,307.0 pounds of milk and 747.8 
pounds of butterfat and that the same twenty-six cows 
when fed dry beet pulp produced 23,369.7 pounds of 
milk and 760.03 pounds of butterfat during the same 
length of time. This was an average total difference of 
2.4 pounds of milk and 0.47 pounds of butterfat in favor 
of the cows fed the dry beet pulp, or, as shown in table 
2, a difference of less than 0.1 of a pound of milk per 
cow per day. 

The percentage of butterfat was slightly higher for 
the cows while being fed the dry pulp. The average 
difference was only 0.04 per cent but it was noted that 
of the 26 cows, seventeen tested higher during the period 
when they were fed dry pulp, one remained the same 
during both periods, while eight were higher when they 
were fed the wet pulp. 

Body Weight——There was very little difference in 
body weight when on the wet or dry beet pulp. The 
average gain of the twenty-six cows when on the wet 
pulp was 8.9 pounds for the three-week period. While 
they were fed dry pulp they gained 14.3 pounds. 

Palatability—It was noted throughout the experi- 
ment that the cows seemed to relish the dry pulp some- 
what more than they did the wet pulp. However, they 
did not refuse any pulp when fed either wet or dry with 
the exception of one cow (274) which refused most of 
her feed for a short period when on the dry pulp. This, 
however, was not due to the palatability of the pulp. 

Time Required—It required an average of 10.8 
minutes to prepare and feed the wet pulp to a group 
of five cows while only 4.7 minutes were required for 
the feeding of the dry pulp to the same number of cows. 
Most of this extra time was required for preparing the 
wet pulp for feeding, as there was little difference in 
the time required for the actual feeding of the two types 
of pulp. 

Amount of Water Consumed—The amount of water 
that cows consumed when fed the two kinds of pulp 
was practically the same when the amount used to soak 
the pulp was considered. The average daily amount of 
water consumed by the twenty-six cows when fed wet 
pulp was 104.2 pounds (amount used to soak pulp in- 


cluded); when they were fed dry pulp it was 102.3 
pounds. 


Summary 


In a reversal experiment consisting of three 10- 
week trials, the relative feed of wet and dry beet pulp 
for milk and butterfat production was determined. 

Eight cows were used in each of the first two trials 
and ten cows were used in the third trial. During each 
trial the cows were divided into two equal groups. One 
group received wet beet pulp while the other group 
received dry pulp. The groups were reversed at the 
end of the first five weeks. 


_ The total milk and butterfat production was slightly 
higher for the cows while receiving dry pulp. The 26 
cows produced 23,369.7 pounds of milk and 760.03 
pounds of butterfat while being fed dry pulp, as com- 
pared with 23,307.0 pounds of milk and 747.80 pounds 
of butterfat while receiving the wet pulp. The average 
daily production per cow while receiving dry pulp was 
32.10 pounds of milk and 1.044 pounds of butterfat, as 
compared with 32.01 pounds of milk and 1.027 pounds 
of butterfat while receiving the wet pulp. 

The butterfat percentage was slightly higher while 
the cows were receiving dry pulp. The average butter- 
fat percentage was 3.25 while on dry pulp, and 3.21 
while on wet pulp. Seventeen of the 26 cows tested 
higher while receiving dry pulp, one cow tested the same 
on both wet and dry pulp, and eight cows tested higher 
while receiving the wet pulp. 

_ The cows consumed slightly more water while re- 
celving wet pulp. The average daily water consumption 
per cow was 104.2 pounds on wet pulp, and 102.3 
pounds on dry pulp. 

The average gain in body weight was slightly greater 
for the cows receiving dry pulp. The average gain per 
—— was 14.3 pounds while receiving the dry pulp, and 
8.9 pounds while receiving the wet pulp. 


It was found from an average of several feedings 


that more than twice as much time was required for 
preparing and feeding a group of five cows wet pulp as 
was required for feeding the same number of cows dry 
pulp. 
Conclusions 

When dairy cows are given free access to water, 
there is no appreciable difference in the feeding value 
of, wet and dry beet pulp as to the amount of milk and 
butterfat produced, palatability, the maintenance of 
body weight, and the amount of water consumed. It 
requires considerably more labor to prepare and feed 
the pulp wet than it does to feed it dry.

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The Type of the Founders—Il

N the beginning of the Advanced Registry, bulls old 
| enough to have offspring were admitted to this regis- 

try on their own physical examination and that of at 
least three of their progeny. Bulls were scored accord- 
ing to the Scale of Points and a bull was given five addi- 
tional points if he had from three to five A. R. progeny and 
ten points if he had more than five. To be admitted the 
bull had to score at least 80 on type and progeny, and 
minimum weight was 1,800 pounds at full age in good flesh. 

During the first year of this work, which as you will 
remember started in January 1886, 31 bulls were admitted 


of which eight were examined as two-year-olds, ten as 
three-year-olds, seven as four-year-olds and only six as 
mature bulls, the oldest being eight years old. Vol. 2 


covering the years 1887 and 1888 adds thirty more bulls 
to the list. About this time an additional requirement was 
made that the three or more offspring of the bull examined 
must be at least six months old. In 1894 the rules were 
again revised to provide that in addition to previous re- 
quirements, the bull must be either the offspring of an A. 
R. cow or full brother to two or half brother to four A. R. 
cows. In 1898 the rules were further amended providing 
that any bull with four A. R. daughters should be admitted 
to the Advanced Registry without formal application or 
examination, although bulls were still accepted on exami- 
nation of the bull and at least three progeny without A. 
R. records until 1906, after which bulls were admitted 
only on the records of their offspring. 

Of the 31 bulls listed in Vol. I cnly three could be 
described as good in every point covered by the descrip- 
tion. They were Mooie 7 AR, 26 DF, an imported bull 
owned by Unadilla Valley S. B. A., West Edmeston, N. Y.; 
Clarion 6 AR, 870 H, a son of Billy Boelyn, bred by Gerrit 
S. Miller, Peterboro, N. Y., and owned by James Neilson, 
New Brunswick, N. J.; and Neptune 4 AR, 711 H, an im- 
“ported bull owned by Smiths, Powell & Lamb, Syracuse, 
mM. ¥. 

Other bulls in Vol. 1 having only one minor fault each 
were Neherland Prince and his sons, Netherland Carl and 
Prince Imperial; also Mooie Hartog and Klaas. Nether- 
land Prince was an imported bull owned by Smiths, Powell 
& Lamb, who bred the two sons mentioned. Mooie Har- 
tog was a son of Mooie, mentioned above, bred by the Una- 
dilla Valley people; and Klaas was an imported bul owned 
by Home Farm Fine Stock Co., Hampton, Iowa, with which 
the late W. B. Barney was connected. 

I was very sorry not to be able to find official descrip- 
tions of such famous old time show bulls as Billy Boelyn, 
Empire and Sir Henry of Maplewood and those somewhat 
later stars of the show ring, Jewel of Home Farm, Soldene 
2d’s Netherland and Sarcastic Lad. 

Netherland Prince 716 H., a bull we have always been 
taught to consider about the ideal in type, was described 
by Messrs. Hoxie and Burchard as about perfect in every 
respect, except that loin and hips were “Slightly Rounded,” 
which seems to have been quite a common fault and one 
given for twenty of the first thirty-one bulls accepted. The 
loin and hips were strong, however, the rump high and 
“Very Level,” and chine straight, single and open. He 
had a long, fine, well crested neck, head very fine and 
symmetrical, escutcheon very large and finest, veins large 
and long with double extension, handling best, secretions 
oily and abundant and general appearances straight, strong 
and very fine style and bearing, so perhaps we can over- 
look the slightly rounded hips. Incidentally, we find in the 
early A. R. volumes no less than ten sons, two grandsons 
and three great grandsons of Netherland Prince described 
with not more than one rather minor fault. Those with no 
faults mentioned were Netherland Monk and Netherland 
Convoy, both sons of Netherland Prince, and Sir Nether- 
land Clothilde and Aaggie Cornelia 5th’s Statesman, both 
great grandsons. Sons with only minor faults were Nether- 
land Alban with a crest only “fair’ and escutcheon 
“small”; Netherland Statesman, with a “fair” crest and 
“very slightly rounded” hips; Netherland Carl, whose teats 
were only “medium well placed”; Prince Imperial, whose 
rump was “slightly uneven”; Netherland Cyrus, whose 
chine was “close”; Aaggie Beauty’s Prince, whose chine 
was “slightly uneven”; Netherland Croesus, whose hips 


were “slightly rounded’, and Tennessee Prince, also 
“slightly rounded as to hips”. Of his grandsons, De Kol 
2d’s Alban was faulted only for a “medium” escutcheon 
and Clothilde 4th’s Imperial for slightly rounded hips; 
and a great-grandson, Shadeland Boon ‘2d’s Prince. was 
only “moderately high’ in the rump. Altogether, old Neth- 
erland Prince seems to have been responsible for rather 
more than his fair share of the better type bulls of the 
old days. 

Other bulls not faulted down through the years in any 
particular were Rijaneta’s Don, bred and owned by Home 
Farm; Hamilton 2d, bred by Chenango Valley S. B. A., 
and owned by Van Dreser Bros., Cobleskill, N. Y.; Nierop’s 
Koningin, bred by Dallas B. Whipple, Cuba, N. Y., and 
owned by William Hughes, Dallas, Texas; America Con- 
cordia De Kol, bred by Yoemans, and owned by O. C. 
Smith Co., Parkman, Ohio; Johanna Clothilde 3d’s Clyde, 
bred by Gillett & Son, and owned by A. L. Williams, both 
of Wisconsin; Sir Pietertje De Mar De Kol, bred and 
owned by A. C. Demerit of Wisconsin; Korstein, bred and 
owned by E. J. Burrell, Little Falls, N. Y.; and De Kol’s 
Butter Boy, bred by H. B. Hammond, of New Jersey, and 
owned by Dellhurst Farm, Mentor, Ohio. 

Other bulls that just missed perfection included No 
Shirk, a son of Empire, whose hips were “strong, slightly 
rounded”; Garth, a grandson of Mooie, whose hips were 
“very strong, very slightly rounded”; Hengerveld De Kol, 
the first century sire, whose only fault appears to have 
been a small escutcheon, and his full brother in blood, 
Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol, whose chine was 
only “fairly broad and open’. Mutual Friend 3d’s Paul 
was only “fairly level’? as to rump and Pontiac Korndyke 
was “full, nearly level’ in the rump, while Manor De Kol 
had an escutcheon that was only “fairly large’. In all, 
out of 161 descriptions covering the 20-year period from 
1886 to 1996, there were only the 35 animals named above 
that did not have more than one minor fault or at least 
one important fault. 

The largest bull described appears to have been De 
Kol 2d’s Alban 17064, a son of old De Kol 2d by one of 
the most beautiful sons of Netherland Prince. He was 
himself almost perfect in type, criticised only for “me- 
dium’’ escutcheon. He girthed 101% inches, which was 
at least four inches more than any other bull described, 
was the tallest at the shoulders of any and exceeded in 
length of body by only one other, also one of the best 
six in width of hip. Unfortunately his weight is not 
given, perhaps because his owners, Karlen & Con., Monti- 
cello, Wis., did not have any scales big enough to weigh 
him. 

The heaviest bull on record is Klaas 2201 H, the old 
imported bull at Home Farm, who weighed 2,610 pounds 
in good condition. He girthed 97% inches, tying Mooie 
Hartog for second place under De Kol. 2d’s Alban; was 
the widest at the hips of any of them (26% inches) and 
tallest at the hips (621% inches). He was one of the long- 
est bodied (78 inches) and one of the longest rumped (26% 
inches). With all his great size he was almost perfect in 
type, faulted only for “medium” escutcheon and “medium” 
veining. 

Something of a freak, perhaps, was Pietertje Henger- 
veld Paul De Kol 22128, bred by Henry Stevens & Sons, 
and owned by W. A. Mattison. At only two years old, 
his body was 84% inches long, which was five inches 
longer than any other bull measured, regardless of age. 
With this tremendous length he was ten inches lower at 
the shoulders than some of the other bulls, several inches 
shorter in the rump than many of them and more than 
eight inches narrower in the hips than many bulls who 
were much shorter in the body than he was. With all 
this tremendous length he girthed only 721%, inches or 29 
inches less than one bull that was five inches shorter in 
the body than he. His weight is not given. Yet he ap- 
pears to have been a bull of good type, according to the 
description, with rump high and “nearly level” and hips 
“rounded” but about perfect in every other particular and 
described as very vigorous, fine and stylish. His maternal 
brother, Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol 23224, was 
also a tremendously long bodied two-year-old (79% 
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inches), tying De Kol 2d’s Alban for second place in this 
respect. 

The heaviest two-year-old bull described is Koster 3d’s 
Keyes 3568 HF, who weighed 2,430 pounds, a weight ex- 
ceeded by but few of the mature bulls described. He was 
a Massachusetts bull, bred by Elizur Smith and owned by 
John A. Frye. Clothilde 4th’s Imperial, 1281 HF, one of 
the Smiths’ Powell bulls, was also a ton two-year-old, and 
Paul De Kol 14634 HF, just missed the ton mark, weigh- 
ing 1,980 pounds in medium flesh. This Dutcher-bred bull 
was owned by T. G. Yoemans & Sons and became one of 
the great foundation sires of his day. We regret to say 
that Paul De Kol was “slightly sloping” in the rump, 
not not quite level in the chine and “moderately rounded” 
over the hips. He was one of the tallest bulls measured, 
just an inch under Klaas at the hips, and 2 inches under 
De Kol 2d’s Alban at the shoulders and lacked only an 
inch of being the longest rumped bull of any age, which 
perhaps offsets to some degree the slightly sloping con- 
tour. 

One of the great old sires was Milla’s Pietertje Nether- 
land 7825 HF, bred by Dallas B. Whipple, and owned by 
Henry Stevens. He was a grandson of Netherland Prince 
and Pietertje 2d and his daughters produced such noted 
sires as Hengerveld De Kol, Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count 
De Kol and Pietertje Hengerveld Paul De Kol. Measured 
as a two-year-old he weighed 1,675 pounds in fair flesh and 
girthed 80 inches. Mr. Burchard does not recommend his 
type too highly, the word “fairly” appearing four times in 
his description—head fairly symmetrical, neck fairly 
arched, chine fairly broad and rump fairly level, also his 
hips seem to have been slightly rounded. 

Among the comparatively late bulls examined was Sir 
Ormsby Hengerveld De Kol 31212, owned by Malcolm H. 
Gardner, who was later to become Superintendent of Ad- 
vanced Registry. As the sire of Pietertje Maid Ormsby, 
this bull must be considered one of the principal founda- 
tion sires of the Ormsby family, so it is interesting to note 
what Roy T. Harris said of him when he examined him 
as a two-year-old in 1904. Head fairly proportionate, 
symmetrical; neck, medium length, very strong, finely 
crested; chine, fairly broad, slightly swayed, close verte- 
brae; loin and hips, fairly broad, very strong; rump, high, 
level; escutcheon, large, fine; Mammary veins, good size 
and length, teats medium size, well placed, handling su- 
perior; secretions, yellow, oily; general appearance very 
vigorous, stylish, symmetrical. He weighed 1,525 pounds 
at just two years old, girthed 79 inches and was well 
proportioned. 

Many Wisconsin readers and others as well will be 
interested in the description of the old Randall herd sire, 
Pearl of the Dairy’s Joe De Kol 23450, as he looked in 
1900 at three years old. He was a good sized bull for his 
age, weighing 1,790 pounds and girthing 85 inches. A 
very tall bull, 61 inches at the shoulder, but rather short 
bodied for such great height (69 inches). He was slightly 
unsymmetrical in the head, heavy in the neck, chine only 
fairly open, loin and hips fairly strong, nearly level, rump 
fairly high, nearly level, making five important points 
in which he was rated only fair. De Kol Burke 22991, that 
great transmitting son of the beautiful cow, Helena Burke, 
was unfortunately a sloper, with rump only moderately 
high as well as sloping. 

Going over the 161 descriptions in A. R. Volumes 1 to 
17, we find 29 slopers and 33 with uneven rumps—that is 
over 38 per cent with defective rumps; we find 77 or 46 
per cent that were rounded over the hips; we find 24 or 
nearly 15 per cent that were uneven in the chine; and 
we find 65 or over 40 per cent that were listed as only 
fair in one or more of these three important points, rumps, 
hips and chines. 


Apparently they called them as they saw them and let 
the chips fall where they would, for we find Mr. Hoxie and 
Mr. Sylvester Burchard going into the herd of the presi- 
dent of their association and telling him that his famous 
imported bull was a sloper; and Mr. Samuel N. Wright of 
Illinois, telling the powerful, proxy-holding secretary of 
the association, that his son of the immortal Mercedes 
was a sloper. If the spirits of Hoxie, Burchard, Wright 
and the rest could come back to earth, and, tape measure 
in hand, make an old fashioned Advanced Registry exam- 
ination of 161 of our present day herd sires, one wonders 
how large a proportion would be found perfect in rump, 
hips and chine and how many of our breeders would be 
willing to have the results of such an examination made 


a matter of public record. As I study these records I am 
rather proud of the old pioneers of our industry who had 
the guts—that’s the only word I can think of that really 
applies—to admit publicly that not all their animals were 
“very high and very level” as to rump, “very broad and 
very level” as to hips, “very capacious and very flexible” 
as to udders, and escutcheons “largest and finest”. They 
faced the facts, those old time pioneers, and I cannot be- 
lieve our breed today is the worse for it.

A National Breeding Program 


HE Holstein-Friesian Association of America, under 
i President Glover’s leadership, is promoting a pro- 
gram of better breeding which should have far 
reaching results in bringing about further improvement 
in the production level of the breed. Stated concisely, 
the program calls for more testing of herds and system- 
atic use of the information in proving sires and extend- 
ing the service of those that are demonstrated to be real 
improvers. 

As announced in our last issue, Dr. E. E. Heiser, of 
‘Ohio State University, has been employed to head this 
work as a part of the extension service. Dr. Heiser is 
particularly well fitted by experience and training to 
do effective work along this line. He has made exten- 
sive studies of the various breed records and is a recog- 
nized authority on the principles of genetics and breed- 
ing. His work, as we understand it, will take him 
directly into the field to study the individual breeding 
problems of interested groups of breeders, and to assist 
them in organizing testing and breeding circuits. He 
will also give special training to the other field men so 
that their efforts may be directed uniformly along these 
same lines. 

The work holds much promise. While the produc- 
tion level of our breed already places it above all others, 
and many herds and individual animals are performing 
phenomenally, there is need of still further progress in 
the rank and file of herds if we are to stay out in front 
as a breed and meet present-day conditions with the full 
possibilities which our breed possesses. It is towards this 
end that the present program is aimed. 

In the enthusiasm of ‘“‘selling’’ the idea to our 
breeders, we hope those in charge of the project will 
avoid the mistake of claiming too much for it, because 
the practical fact is that the proved sire business is not 
without its drawbacks. There is the ever-present danger 
of disease, made more acute when a group of breeders 
is using the same bull. Many old bulls also are slow 
and uncertain in service, a condition frequently accentu- 
ated by shipping or trucking around from one place to 
another. We mention these items, not in any sense to 
discourage breeder participation in the program, but 
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merely as a warning that there is more to the selection 
of an aged proved sire than merely a study of, the rec- 
ords of his daughters. Consideration should also be 
given to the matter of the females with which such 
bull have been and are to be mated. Sometimes a sire 
that has done well in one herd proves to be far less suc- 
cessful in another, or vice versa. It is not all a simple 
question of mathematics. 

Another point to be considered is the use that will 
be made of our promising young bulls. Doubtless there 
are many bulls being raised that should never be kept 
for service. On the other hand, there are large num- 
bers of youngsters of great promise from the stand- 
point of their proven inheritance that should be given 
an opportunity. 


In carrying forward this campaign for better breed- 
ing methods, the fact must not be lost sight of that no 
bull can ever be proved until he has had some oppor- 
tunity for service. Our desirable and promising young 
bulls must be at least “‘sampled’’ and it must not be 
done entirely in second rate herds either. Education in 
selection of these young bulls is probably needed. Per- 
haps we will have to revise some of our methods of 
selection, but it would seem to us extremely unfortu- 
nate if all young bulls were held in too much disrepute, 
to the extent that their offspring, regardless of poten- 
tial merit and promise, would be discounted for the first 
three or four years of their lives. 


We think it is a fine project to carry on aggressive 
promotion of more test work, whether in the Herd Test, 
Advanced Registry or C. T. A. We need it to know 
where we are going. It is perfectly sound to make all 
possible use of the information in finding our sires that 
are proving to be real improvers and then giving them 
the widest possible use. They have been doing this in 
Holland for years to their great advantage. We must 
recognize, however, that the great majority of our 
breeders are not in a position to keep a flock of bulls 
around to be tried out. Most breeding institutions have 
to depend upon the sale of young bulls as an important 
contribution to their running expenses. In carrying on 
this present campaign the Association representatives 
must be careful to avoid tearing down. They must be 
constructive. They must not make the mistake of try- 
ing to teach that everything we have done in the past 
is wrong. We are hearing too much of that these days. 
Let us rather concede, from the facts, that we have 
made a degree of progress under the old methods, and 
build on from there. 

A characteristic of American breeders seems to be 
to jump in with both feet, discarding the old entirely in 
favor of new fads and fancies. Old country live stock 
men, visiting here, have frequently commented on it. 
Let us not make the same mistake in this instance. Let 
us proceed soundly and slowly and cautiously, recogniz- 
ing that varying conditions make necessary varying 
methods of procedure, and that the shortest route to 
the goal of success may not always be the best road for 
everyone to travel at the same time. 


Vol. 45 Blue Book 


HE latest volume of the Blue Book—Volume 45— 
i has just been delivered. It is a particularly vwalu- 
able reference book, giving the complete lists of 
long-time record daughters for all sires which have 
had additions to their lists since Vol. 39. The same 
treatment is given for the Producing Dams with two or 
more daughters. For the first time, all 7-day and 30- 
day records have been omitted, which adds to the con- 
venience of the book for reference purposes. Another 
valuable addition is the listing of all records reported 
for each daughter. The previous practice had been to 
list only the highest records. With the growth of in- 
terest in life-time performances, this added information 
is especially valuable to the student of, the breed. The 
price of the book is $3.00 postpaid, and orders should 
be sent with remittance to Supt.

Caution to Pedigree Writers 

EDIGREE writers who use the Blue Book in connec- 
za tion with a record system based on the A. R. Reports 

appearing monthly or oftener in The World, should 
bear in mind that there are a number of records published 
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in The World during the past year that do not appear in 
Vol. 45 of the Blue Book. We refer to those records that 
were listed in some of the latter reports of the year before 
the cow freshened again. If this freshening did not occur 
until after January 1, 1934, the record will not appear in 
the Blue Book until Vol. 46. Pedigree writers should, 
accordingly, check against the new Blue Book all records 
reported last year that do not give the number of days 
calf was carried, especially those in the later reports of 
the year, before throwing away their old cards, as other- 
wise some valuable records will be lost until Vol. 46 
appears. 


To Honor Professor Wing 


ING Coliseum will be the official designation of the 
W xew York State Fair’s great amphitheatre, follow- 

ing appropriate ceremonies of dedication as a strik- 
ing feature of this year’s Exposition. Prof. Henry Hiram 
Wing, in whose honor the Coliseum is being named, has 
rendered distinguished service to the live stock interests 
of the State and nation for a span of many years. For 
forty years, he was actively connected with the State 
Experimental Station and the State College of Agricul- 
ture. As head of the Animal Husbandry Department 





PROF. HENRY HIRAM WING 
at Cornell for a large part of this long term of service, 
his work, both directly and through the thousands of 
students who gained knowledge and inspiration under 
his teaching, has had a profound influence upon the 
development of the dairy industry throughout this 
country and in many foreign lands. 

Upon his retirement from active teaching in 1928, 
his work was given recognition by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, which honored him by election 
to its presidency. He has been called to judge dairy 
cattle from such far points as New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia and several South American countries. 

In view of this long term of service to the cause 
of better live stock, it is very fitting that the Coliseum, 
where the cream of. the breeds are annually put on dis- 
play, should be named in his honor. 

A beautiful bronze plaque, commemorating the occa- 
sion and setting forth the significance, will be unveiled 
on Tuesday, September 4, at 1.00 p. m. The importance 
with which the ceremony is regarded is shown by the 
fact that Dr. Frank P. Graves, president of the Univer- 
sity of the State of New York, will act as master of 
ceremonies. Commissioner of Agriculture and Markets, 
Honorable Charles H. Baldwin, will appear on the pro- 
fram, while the presentation address will be made by 
Honorable Owen D. Young. No individual in private 


life in America today commands a wider respect nor 
greater attention among all classes than Mr. Young, 
and the opportunity to hear him speak on a subject that 
lies so close to his heart will be a rare treat. It is anti- 
cipated that the huge Wing Coliseum will be filled to 
its capacity for the occasion, not only because of Prof. 
Wing’s wide personal popularity and the fitness of the 
honors to be bestowed, but also because of the interna- 
tional eminence of those who are to take part in the 
program. 


The ceremonies are scheduled to take place just fol- 
lowing the noon intermission in the judging program, 
with the great class of Holstein aged cows to parade 
before the judge immediately following. 


Many new and striking features have been arranged 
for New York’s 94th Annual State Fair from Sept. 1 to 
8, but this program on Tuesday will easily be one of 


the high spots from the standpoint of all lovers of fine 
live stock. 


The Cover 


HE latest 1000-lb. fat producer of the breed, as this 
| is written, is Olathe Jettine Ormsby Piebe 1218934, 
whose likeness adorns our front cover. She is the 
205th Holstein to exceed 1000 lbs. fat in Advanced Regis- 
try, the 16th developed in Wisconsin and the fourth 
developed in the herds of Wisconsin Board of Control. 
She is likewise the 33rd Holstein above 1,000 Ibs. fat to 
be bred in Wisconsin, thus increasing Wisconsin’s lead 
in this respect over any other state or Canadian prov- 
ince. Her figures have been officially announced as 
1,034.5 lbs. fat from 26,576.8 lbs. milk, average test 
3.9%. 

Olathe Jettine Ormsby Piebe was bred by G. F. Com- 
ings, Eau Claire, Wis., being a daughter of King Pieter- 
tje Ormsby Piebe 16th, twin brother to Triune Ormsby 
Piebe. Her dam is a comparatively small record (357 Ibs. 
fat in 305 days at 24 months) daughter of Sir Bess Ormsby 
Mercedes, a son of Sir P. O. M. 37th that was in service 
for many years in the Comings herd. The second dam 
comes of the Olathe family which is still being carried on 
by Mr. Comings’ sons, Willard at Eau Claire and George 
H. in Chenango County, New York. The new 1000-lb. fat 
producer, representing the fifth generation of Comings 
breeding, was purchased by Wisconsin Board of Control 
as a heifer and was plaaed in the Wisconsin State Refor- 
matory herd at Green Bay, where she made a junior 3- 
years-old record of 769.6 lbs. fat from 21,367.3 lbs. milk. 
Her 1000-lb. fat record was made at six years old. She 
finished her test on May 16 and will probably have fresh- 
ened again before this appears in print. 

The picture was taken just before the forenoon milk- 
ing near the close of her test and shows a beautiful udder, 
with splendid attachment both front and rear. Archie 
Sandberg, herdsman at the Reformatory, states that she 
finished her year in better conditon than at the start and 
milked 64 lbs. with 4% test on her 365th day. 


The Dairy Situation 


HE Department of Agriculture reports, under date of 

May 23, that dairy pastures on May 1 were rated 

66% of normal, which is the lowest condition for that 
date since records have been kept. Further dry weather 
during the month of May is causing a serious situation in 
many sections, with danger of actual shortage of milk in 
some important markets. Crop correspondents of the De 
partment reported a daily average per cow of only 13.75 
Ibs. on May 1, also the lowest on record for that date. In 
fact, so low as to cause wonder as to just what sort of 
cows these farmers are keeping. For most of the coun- 
try, it appears that the flush of production, usual at this 


season, will be both small in quantity and of short dura- 
tion. 


The same report states that butterfat prices are still 
very low in comparison to feed and grain prices, so that 
light supplementary grain feeding is anticipated, even 
though pastures are so poor. Trade output of manufac- 
tured dairy products is reported as showing some improve- 
ment. It would seem that the result should unquestion- 


ably be in the direction of stiffening prices for milk and 
dairy products.

A MESSAGE FROM SECRETARY SEAVERNS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

By directing the attention of owners of Holsteins to 
the provisions of the $3,000,000 Federal Bang’s Disease 
Control Program and to the expansion of the Bovine 
Tuberculosis Eradication Program, with its first allot- 
ment of funds amounting to $2,000,000, as provided by 
the Jones-Conally act for emergency live stock relief, 
the World can further render a real service to the Hol- 
stein industry. 

A thorough acquaintance among owners of pure 
bred Holsteins with the provisions of these programs 
will help to prevent much of the disappointment and 
financial loss that many have experienced in the past 
through their inability to collect full indemnity on their 
pure bred reactors, due to their failure to obtain regis- 
tration certificates before making application for the 
test. Then, too, with a wider application of the agglu- 
tination test for infectious abortion, breeders with 
Bang’s disease-free herds will not be disappointed to find 
a restricted market for their stock, New York and some 
other states now barring the entrance within their 
borders of animals from herds not certified to be free 
from Bang’s disease by the chief live stock sanitary 
official. 

With the exception of some states where work in 
connection with the drought relief is still in progress, 
the Bang’s disease control work has started, or is 
about to start. 

Regulations covering the requirement of registra- 
tion certificates under these programs vary in the dif- 
ferent states. In New York, the owner of a pure bred 
animal in order to receive the higher level of indem- 
nity must register his animal, if over two years of age, 
otherwise if not registered before appraisal the appraisal 
is made on the value of the animal as a grade. Pure 
bred animals less than two years of age may be ap- 
praised on a pure bred basis if the application for reg- 
istry has been filed previous to the appraisal. Pennsyl- 
vania requires that the owner shall make application 
for the registration of the pure bred condemned cattle, 
or application for transfer of the registered cattle, prior 
to the date of the tuberculin test on the owner’s herd. 

Equally exacting requirements exist in other states 
and because of them the prudent owner of, Holsteins, 
who decides to take advantage of the opportunity offered 
by the Federal Government, will see that applications 
are filed for the unregistered pure breds in his herd 
before he applies for the test.

VIRGINIA CLUB HOLDS FIELD DAY 


The Holstein breeders and dairymen of Prince Wil- 
liam County were hosts to about 250 Holstein breeders 


of the Old Dominion on July 19. They selected a splen- 
did grove on the farm of P. A. Lewis, near Manassas. 
The arrangement committee, consisting of Messrs. E. R. 
Conner, C. C. Lynn, P. A. Lewis and County Agent 
Frank Cox, left nothing undone to extend true Virginia 
hospitality to the many new breeders that had come 
from every section of the state. 


President C. Nelson Beck called the meeting to 
order and called upon Mr. Percy Lewis, who welcomed 
the assemblage to Prince William County and to his 
farm. Following Mr. Lewis, Dr. L. E. Starr of the Ani- 
mal Pathology Department of Virginia Polytechnic Insti- 
tute, gave a very enlightening talk on Bang’s disease. 
Dr. Starr gave a very brief history of the work that had 
been done in this state to eradicate the disease, and in- 
cluded the fact that Virginia was the first state to have 
a law providing for the testing and accreditization of 
Bang’s free herds, with indemnity allowed. Mr. Allen 
Crissey came down from New England and New Jersey 
to renew old acquaintances and to make new ones and 
to tell the Virginia breeders many things regarding the 
marketing of Holstein milk. He discussed the market- 
ing of milk and laws in some cities which discriminated 
against low testing milk. Virginia Holstein breeders 
were urged to work with committees formulating ordi- 
nances so that there would be no discrimination against 
milk of any one breed. Mr. Crissey also told of the ac- 
complishments of some of the state milk commissions. 


At noon a bountiful picnic lunch was served under 
the guidance of the wives and daughters of Prince Wil- 
liam county dairymen. 


After the lunch and much good fellowship, the pro- 
gram got under way with Prof. J. W. Bartlett of the 
New Jersey Experiment Station discussing the problem 
of increasing the fat content cf Holstein milk. He re- 
viewed the work that he had done in the experimental 
herd towards building up a family of Holsteins that 
would test higher than the average of the breed. The 
program continued with Dr. R. G. Connelly, Extension 
Dairyman, V. P. I., talking about the constitutents of 
milk other than fat, and how we often forget their value. 
Mr. Frank S. Walker, who was Virginia’s delegate to 
the National Convention, gave a brief report of that 
meeting. Dr. H. C. Givens, State Veterinarian, then 
gave briefly the status of Bang’s disease testing in Vir- 
ginia under the Federal plan. Many breeders indicated 


their intentions of accrediting their herds under the 
Federal plan. 


At a brief business meeting, there was considerable 
discussion of holding a state sale under the auspices of 
the club, but because of the work under way for eradi- 
cating Bang’s disease, it was voted not to hold the sale.

Attracts Attention at This Fine Dairy 


HE way in which the De Laval Combine Milking 
"[svstem helps to increase milk sales as well as pro- 

viding the best way of milking cows and the cleanest 
way of producing milk,, is illustrated at the Butler Island 
Dairy, located in South Georgia, pictures of which are 
shown on this page.

Mid-West Rambling 


From Grand Forks we drove north 
to Grafton where we visited at the 
Williamson Stock Farm. This herd 
was formerly headed by Duke Pieter- 
tje Korndyke Ormsby 39th and in the 
herd today are many granddaughters 
and great granddaughters of “Old 
Duke.” Right at the edge of town is 
located the herd of A. B. Thompson 
who at the present time is more con- 
cerned with his 650 acres of certified 
seed potatoes than he is his Holsteins 
although his son, an enthusiastic calf 
club member, had two choice heifers 
to take to the North Dakota State 
Fair. The pastures on both the Wil- 
liamson and Thompson farms were 
among the poorest that I had seen 
and were not affording the cattle very 
much feed. The corn in this vicinity 
while not as good as that in the 
vicinity of Grand Forks was good and 
even better than I had seen in Iowa 
a couple of weeks previous. Later in 
the day we visited the herd of Larry 
O’Conner at Grand Forks and the 


herd of Mike Enright at East Grand - 


Forks. It was in the Enright herd 
that Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
4lst came into prominence and the 
herd today is strong in the blood of 
41st.” 


Bob Melin and I left Grand Forks 


the next morning at 4:30 for Hallock, 
Minnesota, without Mead, he having 
thought that perhaps he had better 
return to Femco before Frank 
Ludolph sent out an SOS for him. One 
of the famous herds in Minnesota is 
that of Wm. W. Sugden near Hallock. 
Located but twenty miles from the 
Canadian border this Holstein lover 
who has been in the business of 
breeding better cattle for many years 
was out in the barn when we arrived 
at the farm shortly after six o’clock. 
Mr. Sugden like many other Minne- 
sota breeders is going to be mighty 
short of feed this winter although 
the situation is more promising now 
than it was the first part of June. 


From Hallock we drove’ south 
towards Moorhead and as we passed 
through Warren I turned to look at 
what was once the home of the fa- 
mous Queen Bessie Pietertje Ormsby, 
the Spaulding Farm buildings. South 
of Warren we drove into a horde of 
grasshoppers that all but covered the 
radiator of the Ford and we had to 
stop to clean them off as the car 
started to heat up a bit. 


We next stopped at Ed Carmen’s 
place near Ada. It will be remembered 
by World readers that Mr. Carmen 
was the breeder of the noted Reserve 





All-American winner, Sir Ormsby 
Segis Mercedes 21st who now is in 
service in one of New York State’s 
best herds. 


Mr. Carmen now has in his herd 
some forty daughters of his senior 
sire, Admiral Fobes Ormsby, a full 
brother to the bull that Albert Wolfe 
made famous, namely, Senator 
Ormsby Fobes of Silver Glen. Al- 
though Mr. Carmen has not tested 
any of the daughters of Admiral 
Fobes Ormsby they are a milky look- 
ing lot and should go into some herd 
where they will be tested as they are 
too good a lot to keep in a herd where 
no testing is done. 


At the Kellogg Commission farms 
just East of Lockhart we saw some 
thirty daughters of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Ava, one of the best sons of 
“37th” and who is the sire of the 
1,001-lb. fat producer, Lyons Ormsby 
Ava. The shortage of hay is going 
to compel the Kellogg people to dis- 
pose of part of their herd sometime 
this fall as they will not have near 
enough feed to carry their herd of 
over 200 head through the entire 
winter. 


We arrived at the old E. C. 
Schroeder farm and were greeted by 
the present owner, Carl Brandt. It 
was like getting back home to Bob 
Melin and he took great delight in 
showing me in just which stalls stood

Spring Brook Bess Burke, Bess Burke 
Ormsby, Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d 
and many other of the great cows that 
were members of the Schroeder herd. 
He showed me where old Spring 
Brook Bess Burke and Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes were buried. At the 
head of the Brandt herd is Femco Sir 
Goldie Piebe a son of Count Veeman 
Segis Piebe 19th, well known son of 
Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3d. The dam 
of the Brandt Farm senior sire is 
Grahamholm Goldie Colantha an 824- 
lb. fat daughter of Dr. Graham’s fa- 
mous foundation sire, Dutchland 
Creamelle Colantha Lad. He is as- 
sisted in service by a son of Femco 
Jewel Ormsby Piebe from a _ 602-lb. 
(fat) Jr. 20-yr.-old daughter of Pride 
of Sir Piets. The herd today are sev- 
eral daughters of Governor Fobes 6th, 
a son as his name implies of Gov- 
ernor Fobes and from one of my old 
favorites at Ericksons’ Wisconsin 
Pride 3d. The daughters of this bull 
certainly reminded me a lot of their 
grandmother and are a rugged milky 
looking lot. Chuck Brandt who has 
charge of the calves at Caranco 
Farms, as the old Schroeder place is 
now called, certainly knows his Hol- 
steins and some day should be one of 
our most prominent breeders. Mr. 
Brandt has five sons and four daugh- 
ters and they all take a great interest 
in the Holsteins on the farm. 

Our next stop was at the E. F. Krab- 
benhoft farm near Sabin. Mr. Krab- 
benhoft was not at home and I was 
sorry not to have made the acquaint- 
ance of this well Known breeder. At 
the head of the herd today stands Sir 
Inka May 24th, a son of the famous 
Carnation Farms sire that Mr. Krab- 
benhoft purchased in the 1929 Nation- 
al Type Sale at St. Paul. The off- 
spring of this bull are of excellent 
type and should develop into regular 
“Sir Inka Mays’. It was in this herd 
that Sir Pietertje Ormsby Aaggie 
Wayne, one of the few living sons of 
“37th” was in service in his younger 
days. This sire now is in service at 
Iowana Farms. The granddaughters 
of “37th” by the Aaggie Wayne bull, 
are a very promising lot and have 
been making excellent records for Mr. 
Krabbenhoft. Another former herd 
Sire, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
Son, left some good producing daugh- 
ters including the twice 980-lb. fat 
May Blossom Ormsby Mercedes 
whose son by the Inka May bull is 
being used as a Junior herd sire. Sev- 
eral cows are on semi-official test in 
the Krabbenhoft herd and we were 
informed are running at a strong rate. 

We then drove back past the old 
Schroeder farm and headed by Myrtle 
Himrum’s place at Lake Park. This 
was my first visit to the herd of Minn- 
esota’s premier calf club graduate and 
who is the youngest woman ever elect- 
ed as a delegate to the National Con- 
vention. The star of Myrtle’s herd is 
her famous show ring winner and 
many times Grand Champion, Wood- 
ville Bess. This outstanding cow is 
new well along in years but carries a 
lot of the bloom that made the judges 
give her the nod when she was being 
shown by Myrtle in her calf club days. 
At the head of the herd is Oak Bend 
King Bessie Ormsby 660825, a son of

CHANGE IN PENNA. MILK BOARD 


In past issues we have called at- 
tention to the dislocations and com- 
plications resulting from the blunders 
of the Pennsylvania Milk Control 
Board, involving loss of markets and 
other losses to producers, processors 
and distributors in this state. Last 
week the Inter-State Milk Producers’ 
Association brought the matter to the 
front by a resolution demanding the 
removal of the Board. Doubtless 
that resolution was too broad, since 
the Board’s chairman, Mr. Stanford, 
is much esteemed, but it did serve to 
bring the matter before the public 
and the Governor. He promptly call- 
ed for the resignation of a member 
of the Board, Howard C. Reynolds. At 
this writing no successor to Mr. Reyn- 
olds has been announced by Mrs. H. 
B. Steele of the Dairymen’s Coopera- 
tives Sales Association of Pittsburgh 
is probably the man. Such an ap- 
pointment would meet with general 
approval, for it would bring to ‘the 
Board a man who knows the milk 
business from the farm to the con- 
‘sumer and who is respected by all 


concerned. With such a man in co- 
operation with Chairman Stanford our 
milk industry may get some benefit 
instead of trouble and loss out of the 
emergency law which expires next 
April. The law should not be re- 
enacted nor should any law be enacted 
giving the Board authority to fix 
prices and rates which interfere with 
and even destroy legitimate trade 
and so deprive dairymen of the natural 
outlet for their product.—Pennsyl- 
vania Farmer (August 4 issue).

FIRE AT ROBERTSON FARMS 

Fire of unknown origin, probably 
due to spontaneous combustion, com- 
pletely destroyed practically all the 
farm buildings at The Robertson 
Farms, York, Pa., with a loss esti- 
mated at $40,000, mostly covered by 
insurance. The fire was discovered 
shortly before midnight by a passing 
motorist, Dr. A. C. Sorenson of York, 
who aroused Mr. and Mrs. Robertson 
and assisted them in saving the en- 
tire herd of Holsteins and other live- 
stock. The main cattle barn, the mule 
barn, the dairy house and a large 
feed storage barn with great quan- 
tities of feed were all lost, as well as 
three large silos containing 150 tons 
of silage, were a total loss. Nine 
pieces of fire apparatus from York and 
other nearby places did fine work, but 
were handicapped by lack of water, 
the well going dry and the small 
stream running through the farm be- 
ing practically dry from lack of rain. 
Had the fire been discovered only a 
few minutes later, probably the sixty 
head of cattle in the barns would have 
been lost. The balance of the herd 
was at pasture. Fortunately the home 
was saved as the wind carried the 
flames in the other direction. 

Construction has already started 
on new buildings to replace those lost. 
A storage barn for hay and grain, 
112 x 36 x 44, is already going up on 
the site of a barn that was burned 
about two years ago and work will 
soon start on a new dairy barn, which 
will be the last word in modern fire 
proof construction. Temporary quar- 
ters for 40 head of cows have been 
provided in a corn barn, which was 
one of the few buildings saved and the 
business of supplying the city of York 
with special Holstein baby milk and 
other dairy products has been going 
on without a break all through this 
trying time. Harold Robertson has 
been laid up with a spinal injury for 
the past five years, but his courage 
has never faltered and with the as- 
sistance of his wife and his herds- 
man, Harold Penn, the business of the 
farm and breeding establishment has 
been carried on. Although greatly 
handicapped this year, they expect to 
have a show herd out on the circuit 
as usual, and their many friends in 
the Holstein industry all over the 
country will join us in wishing them 
their customary success.
